John \V. Ackley, of Shotville, Colum¬ 
bia County, New York. The cere¬ 
mony was performed by tire Ilev. Dr. 

! Stores, p is tor of the F'rst Proabyteri- 
jnii Cliurch, assisted by Mr. John 
Bennett, also of this city. 

With a letter of introduction in his 
pocket, a representative reporter of 
idle Journal, shortly after bulf-past. 
seven o'clock on that evening, repair¬ 
ed to the residence of the bride's 
father, a small, timiainted house on 
the ea*t side of North Park Street 
i,ear Washington, where, after some 
minutes spent in endeavoring to 
attract the attention of the inmates 
to the door, which was finally accom- 
plished by a violent shaking, lie was 
I admitted ton cheerful room occupy¬ 
ing the front of the first door.

An inquiring 
look from Misi Williams was answer¬ 
ed by the production of the note, and 
the hearer was kindly motioned to a 
I chair, in a few moments the door 
opened, a number of persons 
entered, and rapid and emphatic 
gestures showed the “uneducated” 
reporter that greetings were being 
exchanged. “ C on 111 it he that in all 
this room full of pleusant-looking 
ladies and gentlemen and pretty 
young girl', there was none whom 
God had not afflicted?” was the 
mental inquiry of the reporter. 
“ Afflicted ? ” Can this term be 
applied to persons with such happy, 

] smiling faces, who comma diet tod 
1 with each other with such rapidity 
I and ea*-c ? There were soon found 
to be tlircc “ hearing and speaking ” 
persons in the room, two of whom 
lual been educated in tiio deaf and 
dumb language, and with their aid, 
the uneducated could ask and answer 
questions. 

The clergyman arrived soon after 
L ight o'clock, and after lie had been 
[introduced to the company, the bride 
l and groom mado their appearance, 
j Prayer was offered by Dr. otorrs, and 
a'so by Mr. Bennett, a deaf-mute, in 
the sign-language. The service was 
pronounced by Dr. Siorr* and Mr. 
Bennett, who had previously com¬ 
mitted it to memory, rotieatod it 
I simultaneously with Dr. Storrs in 
sign Uug&tgc. The couple gave 
mer-ked attention to the service as 
rendered by Mr. Bennett, and each 
question was answered by them with 
an affirmative inclination of I lie head, 
iiod their manner showed, even more 
j than words could express, that they 
were heartily in earnest. After the 
couple had been pronounced man and 
wife and a short prayer had been 
offered,earnest and hearty coiigm'iila- 
(lions were extended in eager and rapid 
I gesticulations. 

The bride woro a drab colored silk, 
trimmed with satin of a darker shade, 
and a beautiful lace ficlm round Iter 
neck was fastened at the throat with 
a small bouquet of roses. The groom 
was dressed in a neat block suit, and 
both wore white kid gloves. 

They remained ii| this city until 
morning, when t hey left for Brooklyn 
to visit, a sister of the groom. On Mon¬ 
day, they cx|»ect to go to Shotville, 
where the groom is employed in a 
woolen mill, and is owner of some 
I real estate, mi l where tho happy 
collide will make their home. 

The circumstances leading to the 
union as related by the couple were

Ackley went >>n a deaf-mute excur¬

Mr. Ackley intimated to 
I her that lie wng on the look-out for 
a wife, and she recommended Miss 
Williams, witli whom she was ac¬ 
quainted, to him. On her recom- 
| mcndation, Mr. Ackley came to 
j Orange, introduced himself and made 
I his errand known to the laiy. 
Judging from results, his visit was 
not fruitiest* Suffice it to say, after 
spending a short time here, he return¬ 
ed to his homo, mode the necessary 
| preparations, corresponding with 
j Miss William* in tho meantime, find 
I has now, within six months, claimed 
her as his bride. 

Ira Williams, familiarly known in 
ftliis vicinity as “ Dumb Ira,’* the 
: father of the bride, is well-known about 
jilic Oranges. He was born on North 
Park Street near Dodd, in 1808, m:d 
j was one of eight children, three of 
whom were deaf-mutes, and is now 
seventy-four years of age. He 
married at the age of twenty four, 
and started housekeeping in the 
house where lie now liv'«s. His wife, 
also a deaf inutc, was horn in Ibis 
city, her maiden name being Mary 


Harrison. She first married a man 
named Burnett, a man possessed of 
both the faculties which sho lacked, 
and after his death, she married 
“ Dumb Ira,” the Rev. Dr. Ilillyer, 
an curly pastor of the First Presby¬ 
terian Church, performing the cere¬ 
mony. Both Ira and bis wife were 
uneducated. Five children were 
horn unto them, three girls and two 
boys. Three of those, two ho vs and 
one girl, died in infancy, and they 
with their mother, who died Sep¬ 
tember 27th, 1877, were laid to rest in 
Ilosedale Cemetery. The two daugh¬ 
ters now living were both educated at 
tho New York Institution for the 
Deaf and Dumb. 

Among the company were Mr. 
John Bennett, wife and daughter, 
all tlireo being deaf mutes, and a son 
and daughter, William G. Bennett 
and Mary L. Bennett, both of whom 
can bear and speak, and were also 
educated in tho sign-language, the 
former being a supervisor at tho New 
York Institution. From Newark, 
there were present Messrs. Win. P. 
Pierson, George W. H. VanNcss- and 
Alfred Bonslield ; Mrs. llouselt and 
two voting daughters. Miss Conklins 
and William Donnelly, of New York 
City; and Mrs. Bowdish, of North- 
field, N. J. All of these have been 
educated in the sign-language. Some 
of the company lmd been afflicted 
from birth, and”were born of deaf- 
mutes ; others lmd been left without 
the power of speech and hearing, by 
scarlet fever, etc. The two daugh¬ 
ters of Mr. llousell lmd been born 
possessing both the power of speech 
and hearing, blit inheriting their 
mother’s weakness, a sev-re illness 
rendering them both deaf and dumb. 

The abovH facts wore obtained front 
i,lie party through the kind aid of 
Mr. and Miss Bennett. 


Exhibition by Pupil* ol the Minnesota 
Institution. 


The following is copied from the 
Minneapolis Daily Tribune, of De¬ 
cember 30th, and refers loan exhibi¬ 
tion given before tho Minnesota 
Teachers’ Association, then in session 
at St. Paul, Minn. 

“Prof. J. L. Noyes, Superintendent 
of the Minnesota” institute for the 
Deaf and Dumb, explained and il¬ 
lustrated his methods by means of a 
class of pupils brought with him. Six¬ 
ty-seven years ago a movement was 
instituted in Hartford for the instruc¬ 
tion of deaf mute, with seven pupils 
in attendance. To-day there are 55 
such state institutions, besides several 
others of a similar character, and there 
is one college where deaf-mtiies can 
receive a thorough collegiate educa¬ 
tion. 

“ The system pursued is of French 
origin, hut has become thoroughly 
Americanized. Excellent methods 
Imve also been received from Germany 
and incorporated in the system. Two 
children were then introduced who had 
been in school only three months. 
Their minds last September was a 
blank. We get at these locked up 
minds through tho eye. A nail and 
a screw were produced before tho chil¬ 
dren, who did not know their names 
nor the use of the latter. They knew 
i lie use of the nail and expressed the 
hammering motion by their Imi.ds. 
Tho teacher then Spoiled tho word 
nail in t!:C manual alphabet and had 
ihe children spell after him until they 
knew and could write the word on 
the hoard. 

“The little girl was then asked to 
hop, and both were asked to write on 
the hoard wlmt was done. 

“One wrote‘I hopped,’ the other 
‘Maria Peters h<»p|K.*d.’ Every time 
they wrote complete sentences, which 
is more tlmn some children with all 
1 1 heir senses do. Next tho children 
wrote ‘acow,'getting the idea from 
! the motions and signs of the instruc- 
11 or. 

“Two girls were next called who had 
been under training one year. Tue 
| words glad mid often were then writ- 
[ ten and they were required to write 
(sentences illustrating their use. One 
| said, *1 was glad for a Christmas,’ the 
[oilier. ‘Bad girl* are often glad to 
neglect their lessons.’ The thing ne¬ 
cessary is to practice in language un¬ 
til these children have a reliable me¬ 
dium of communication with the 
world. 

“Free hand drawing is very sncessful- 
|y connected with writing; illustra- 
lions of this fact were given on the 
hoard. The things to be drilled on 
most is the subject mid predicate. 
One says of an ignorant rnan, ‘He i* 
a very don’t know.’ Another affirms, 
‘He fell and struck the buck of a 
headache oil the ice.’ One hoy wrote 
in liis lesson: ‘In California the Chi¬ 
namen wash tho people's clothes dir¬ 
ty.’ Ho was told to say ‘dirtv 
clothes.’ Next day lie said, ‘I fell 
down and got my dirty clothes.’ lie 
i thought the latter must be right. It 
is practice, not rules, that corrects 
these difficulties and tells the story 
for at least mnte children. 

“The older girls were then called 
up. The iiiiaiimat alphabet is the 
means of communication between 
professors and students in college. 
The sign language is now reduced to 
a science. The young ladies were then 
required to write the names of the 
principal cities of Minnesota, thou to 
write something of each Minneapolis 
and St. Paul. It was then shown how 
the idea of the words, illustrious, 
distinguished and famous is presented 
to the pupils through the medium of 
the sign language. 

“The chief object of this exhibition 
was to bring before the |ieop!e of the 
state tlio necessity of getting the rest 
of the deaf and dumb children into 
tho Jitutc institution at Fuirbuult. 
Only ultout 125 of them are now in 
this school, und there are over 200 
more who omrht to be there. This 


school has an industrial department. 
Every boy and girl who finishes the 
course will have knowledge of a trade 
by which to earn his living. The 
speaker then urged the teachers to in¬ 
quire about deaf und dumb children 
and induce people to send them to the 
State institution. Tho school is free; 
the only charge is for traveling ex¬ 
penses, clothingqnd incidentals, Two 
very nice and intelligent compositions 
were written l>v tho young ladies upon 
tho blackboards in the form of letters. 
This is one of them; tho other was 
erased before it could be copied : 

“ IVo arc greatly pleased to meet so 
many teachers to-day from different 
parts of our native state. Wo will 
try and do our best to please yon, and 
lio|>c you will carry home with von a 
clear knowledge of what we hoys and 
girls at Faribault are doing. It. is a 
terrible thing for a deaf mid dumb 
cliililjtogrow up witlioutuneducation, 
and he would he unhappy if ho knew 
what a miserable condition ho is in. 
In Minnesota there arc over 200 deaf 
childen whose parents have not sent 
them to school. Soino arc kept at 
home because their parents fear l» 
trust Lliein in the care of strangers 
A grout many are kept, at'home lie- 
cause their parents are too proud to 
have them become objects of charity. 
If they could only understand that 
this is not a charity but a public 
school, a great many more deaf and 
lnmb children would he sent to school 
than now. We want to become as 
well educated as their own brothers 
ami sisters who can hear and speak.' 

“They then recited in the sign lan 
gunge three stanzas from a poem ol 
Barry Cornwall. The who'e exliibi 
Moil was one full of interest and sng 
gestiou to all, especially ns* regards 
language teaching. A resolution of 
thanks to Prof. Noyes ami the class 
was unanimously adopted. 

It may lie remarked here that the ex¬ 
hibit of the deaf and dumb institution 
was one of tho best. There was vari¬ 
ous kinds of useful work shown, in¬ 
cluding excellent workmanship in the 
making of clothing, boots ana shoes.
